Sig  Eps  pitch  In  after 
Chi  Omega  tragedy 

OXP'ORD.  Miss.-When  a  University  of 
Mississippi  Chi  Omega  Sorori^  fund  raiser 
walk-a-thon  for  the  Kidney  Foundation  end- 
ed in  tragedy,  the  Sig  Eps  were  quick  to  re- 
spond by  t^ng  to  hold  the  program  to- 
gether. Mid  afternoon  on  Thursday,  March 
2S,  a  group  of  the  sorority  women  were 
walking  along  the  side  of  a  Mississippi 
highway  outside  of  Oxford.  Detals  of  the  ac- 
cident were  unclear,  but  the  escort  car  was 
hit  in  a  three-car  accident  and  flipped  onto 
the  walkers.  Five  women  were  killed,  in- 
cluding some  of  the  walkers,  the  driver  and 
the  passengers  in  the  car.  Nine  others  were 
injured,  seven  of  them  seriously.  The  new 
Sig  Ep  Chapter  at  Ole  Miss  quickly  rallied 
in  an  attempt  to  collect  funds  that  had  been

Chapter  Scholarship  Funds  Report 


One  ol  the  primary  indicators  of  chapter 
quality  is  found  in  its  academic  performance 
Those  chapters  with  superior  academic  records 
tend  to  have  alumni  who  share  the  chapter's 
concern  tor  their  scholastic  achievement. 

Academic  programming  provides  one  of  the 
greatest  challenges  for  undergraduate 
chapters.  Helping  a  person  develop  a  personal 
desire  to  buckle  down  and  gel  good  grades  is 
often  difficult,  Once  the  expectation  for  a 
chapter  is  established  that  it  simply  will  be 
tops  on  campus  in  grades,  it  all  begins  to 
come  easily.  Scholastic  achievement  becomes 
contagious  and  new  members  tend  to  live  up 
to  the  expectation  of  tradition 

For  instance,  at  the  Oregon  State  University 
Chapter  the  academic  programming  is  rather 
basic:  qufet  hours  on  school  nights  and 
freshmen  are  assigned  rooms  with  up- 
perclassmen  (this  helps  make  sure  the  con- 
tagious part  works) 

The  Sig  Eps  at  Oregon  State  have  won  the 
award  for  highest  grades  on  campus  60  of  the 
last  62  years 

■"When  freshmen  come  m,  we  show  them 
fight  away  a  whole  string  of  grade  cups,"  says 
Chapter  President  John  Rossman.  Oregon 
State  '87.  "Nobody  would  want  to  be  a  part  of 
the  group  that  would  pull  grades  down  or  lose 
the  grades  award  for  the  chapter," 

The  Sig  Eps  there  have  no  minimum  grade 
requirement  for  pledging  and  there  are  no 
mandatory  study  hours  for  anyone. 

Alumni  "put  their  money  where  the  mouths 
are"  by  donating  to  the  Oregon  Alpha 
restricted  scholarship  funds  set  up  with  the 
Educational  Foundation 

Scholarships  may  not  necessarily  "cause" 
good  grades,  but  there  seems  to  be  a  striking 
correlation  between  those  chapters  with  strong 
scholarship  funds  and  academic  performance 
of  the  undergraduate  members  of  those 
chapters, 

A  chapter  fund  must  reach  a  $2,500  balance 
to  begin  making  awards  from  the  earnings 
The  criteria  for  selecting  recipients  is 
established  in  a  working  agreement  between 
the  chapter's  alumni  board  and  the  Foundation 
trustees 

Most  ol  the  funds  are  named  to  honor  a 
distinguished  alumnus  or  special  Iriend  of  the 
chapter   Some  memorialize  undergraduates  or 
alumni  who  have  passed  away

Counselors  program  strengthened

Along  with  the  reorganization  of  the 
district  governor  system  has  come  a  new 
development  program  for  chapter  counse- 
lors.

Counselors  in  attendance  also  reviewed 
the  prototype  of  the  new  Comiselors 
Guide— a  comprehensive  manual  designed 
as  a  reference  source  for  Fraternity  opera- 
tions, Grand  Chapter  policy  and  proce- 
dures, risk  management  and  liability  con- 
cerns, as  well  as  other  issues  and  topics 
having  a  direct  effect  on  the  national 
Fraternity  movement.  The  feedback  from 
those  counselors  is  now  being  used  to 
develop  a  "final  draft"  Counselors  Guide 
that  will  be  presented  to  chapter  counselors 
at  their  extensive  workshop  program  at  the 
40th  Grand  Chapter  Conclave  in  New  Or- 
leans this  August. 

Along  with  increased  emphasis  on  the 
counselor  program  and  their  development 
comes  a  greater  emphasis  on  the  recruit- 
ment of  talented  and  dedicated  alumni  to 
serve  as  chapter  counselors.  Without  a 
doubt,  the  position  of  chapter  counselor  is 
the  most  important  volunteer  component 
the  Fraternity  has.  No  other  position  of- 
fers opportunity  for  greater  impact  on  our 
undergraduates  than  in  the  position  of 
chapter  counselor.

William  A.  "Mac"  MacDonough 


.STATE  COLl.Er.E.  I';j  1',l-(  ilnm.) 
President  and  Urdi-r  of  the  Golden  Heart 
William  A.  "Mac"  MacDonough, 
Washington  &  Lee  '29,  died  January  18, 
1987,  at  the  age  of  82, 

"Brother  Mac,"  as  he  was  known  to  many, 
was  bom  in  1904  near  Cleveland,  Ohio.  He 
was  a  boy  vaudevillian  from  1920  to  1923 
with  World  Champion  Walker  George 
Brown  in  an  act  called  "Pedestrianism," 
Playing  the  Keith  and  Orpheum  circuiLs. 
usually  as  a  bill  closer,  the  act  gave  ad  lib 
clowning  opportunity  to  such  stars  as  Chic 
Sale,  Jack  Rose,  Tom  Patncola,  Pat  Rooney 
and  Jimmy  Barry. 

In  1925,  he  graduated  from  Massanutten 
Military  Academy  in  Woodstock,  Va,,  where 
he  met  his  wife,  Betty.  He  was  initiated  in- 
to Sigma  Phi  EpGikm  as  a  freshmCTi  at  W  &  L 
in  1926, 

He  made  a  one-year  return  to  show  busi- 
ness in  1928,  in  a  series  of  unsuccessful 
Shuber  musicals.  The  following  year,  he  was 
named  vice  president  of  sales  for  fraternity 
jeweler  Burr,  Patterson  &  Auld  CrO. 

Over  the  years,  he  remained  involved  in 
the  Fraternity,  and  in  1937  started  the 
negotiations  that  resulted  in  the  merger  of 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  and  Theta  Upsilon 
Omega  in  1938. 

In  1940,  MacDonough  began  a  career  in 
advertising  that  took  him  to  top  level  posi- 
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of  New  York  and  Chicago.  A  short  lime 
later,  he  retiKd  to  Clemaon,  S.C. 

Mac's  retirement,  however,  was  short 
lived.  In  1966,  he  joined  a  former  business 
associate  to  form  Benn  and  MacDonough 
Advertising  of  which  he  became  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

He  was  very  instrumental  in  much  of  the 
Fraternity's  work  over  the  years- including 
the  formation  and  insl;ill;irinri  •>(  IIil'  Smith 
Carolina  Beta  Chapl.r  ni  '  l.-tri'.iiii  '  'mvi-r- 
sity.  He  was  elected  t^  ilir  N.iimn.il  H^ard 
of  Directors  in  1967  .irul  |il.i\.-'(  a  ln'v  r-ile 
in  tiiu  revision  of  the  KiUuil  nf  thr  l-V.it.Tni- 
ly  that  was  adopted  in  1971  and  1973, 

MacDonough  served  as  Grand  President 
of  the  Fraternity  from  1973  to  1975.  He  was 
inducted  as  the  75th  member  of  the  elite 
Order  of  the  Golden  Heart  at  the  75th  An- 
niversary Grand  Chapter  Conclave  in  St.
